Father was a Student in Exsanue/ Colledge in Cams- 
bridge,where the Vniuerfity, and his owne merits 
inuefted him witha degree of Bachelor of Diuini. 
ty; and his Maiefty prefer’d himto beea fehis 
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benefic’t manin Cottos, and great Thorxe, inthe 


County aforefiidjand Chaplaine and Ordinary to 


the Bilhep of Nerwich; and afterthat, his Maiefty 
feachim with his firft Ambaflader Legier Sit 
Charles Cornewallis into Spazse as his Chaplaine, 
and ioynt Commiffioner, where at his firft arriuall, 
the Iefuites held with him a fubtile difpute about 
the Antiquity and the vniuerfality of the Church 
of Rome, which they make their preface to allfe- 
ducements, his grand oppofers being Je/eph Cref- 
welland H.walpole, two the moft expert polititians 
of our Nation,thatthen maititained the ftate of the 
triple crowne; whofe vnderftanding nenerthelefie: 
would not proue captive, either to thei fubrileft 
Arguments,or moft alluring promifes. The Ambaf 
fador feeing how wifely he quitted himielfe, fent 
Lettersto his Maiefty,informing him how learned. 
Ty he wasaccompanied. The King as hee was aili- 
berall Afecezzs to thelearned, efpecially to thofe 
that were ofthe Clergy, fenthim his Royall granc 
of the next falling place of Eminency imhis King- 
domes, as an encouragement to his further ferui- 
ces.Meane while the lefuites perceiting how little 
they preuailed, vfed other dllufions ftronger then 
their Arguments,euen {trange apparitions of mira-

N the yeere 1618. 1 tooke farewell 
ofthe royall Towne Afadrid, my Fa- 
ther and Mother and other friends, 
(@ and after their benediction, I was for 
St. Sebafféans, accompanied with one 
Mr. Pickford, his Maicfties of Spaizes penfioner in 
the Caftle at 4xetwerpe, who was tobe my condu- 
ctor tothe forefaid St. Omers in the Prouince of 
4rtots,7 leagues from Calls. At S.Sebaftians which 
1s roo. leagues from Madrid, wee chanced ona 
Frenth Shippe ofan 100. Tunne , bound for Calls, 
wherein being imbarked with the firft fauourable 
winde, wee hoyfed vp failes and lanching into the 
Maine , wee fterd out courfe towards the Englifh 
Channel, whether we hardly arriued being pur- 
fued with an exceeding fierce forme, euen te 
the hazard of our lines , our fhip leaking much , 
and beating it felfe againft the windes and bil- 
lowes of the turbulent Sea, This paft , the thip 
redreft as well as time and place could afford, wee 
fill

fill made forward ; and inour paflage one ofour 
-Marriners deferyed a farreoffa great veffell ma- 
king after vs,& chafing vs narrowly, which ftrooke 
the Mafter and paffengers with no little affright- 
ments, and not without caufe; for :prefently wee 
perceiued him to be a man of warre of Rochell,and 
‘made all hafte poffible to gaine the winde ofhim, 
and fo auoyde him : bucall was in vaine, the man 
of warre being lighter and leffe burthened, our 
fhippe being old anddeeply laden with the com- 
modities of iron and wooll ; all which being 
thought on, we fell into diuerfes opinions as whe- 
ther it were the beft to prepare to fightit out, ot 
firike Sailes. and fubmit.Dos Gondamours Nephew 
who'was with vs in our fhippe , and was then 
bound for Flanders, appointed there by his Ca- 
tholike Maieftie: Captaine of a troupe ofhorfe, 
aduertifed vs-toyeeld , fuppofing thereby wee 
might faue our lives, But ofall Mr. Pickford as an 
old beaten fouldier , challenged to himfelfe the 
priuiledge of the monitour, to whom all affented 
ioyntly , that they were ready-to fubmit them- 
{elues to his councell’: Hee then being Captaine 
and Matter of the fhippe, commanded to bee 
brought before him all the prouifion and beft vi- 
Ctuals of the fhippe, and cheered vp the company 
therewith,.telling them thus; chat they ought to 
make merry with that: that ‘God had fent theny; 
{ith doubrfull it: was’ whether ever ‘they thould | 


mect together any more. Thus having made a * 


good refection ; hee commanded them to be takée 


themfelues “heartily ‘to-their denotions}and put :

themfelucs in defence, faying better it was to dye 
athoufand deaths , then to fallintothe Rochellers 
hands; they (the paflengers) being moft of them. 
retainersto his Carholike Maieftie , and having 
thus encouraged vs, immediatly the man of warre 
came vpon vs,and fetching vs vp,gaue vs a broade 
- fide with his Ordnance; where vponthe Marri- 
ners (contrary to their promife) ftroke Saile and 
fubmitted. They ‘prefently aboarding vs,tooke 
each of vsapart to make vs confeffe what mgnyes. 
we had, and what other. commodities,threatning 
withall that if weeconcealed ought from them, 
they would forthwith piftoll vs; fuch was their 
rapine and auarice , that no hafteand expedition 
to furrender all could content , but fome were ba- 
ftinado’d,others buffetted , & kicked,without ref 
pect of perfonor age; among ft the reft Ibare my 
part,fer being takenafide by a Seullié boy of the 
fhippe , was {tripped ftarke naked, and having 
made a purfe of my bootes , hee pulling off one, 
heard a merry jenglnig for himfelfe, whereupon 
forced me to filence with the danger of my life 
for feare hee fhould loofe the pillaging of the o- 
ther ; for it was catch as catch may, and therefore 
difrobed me of theother boote, hoping no leffe 
booty , with the greateft dexterity that euer 
thooe-maker vfed. — This being done, our Sailes 
were plucked downe, and wee committed to the 
mercy of the waues, where wee futfered 3. dayes 
famine and cold, and longer wee might, hadnot 
thofe fencelefle creatures., the winde and the 
waucs beene fo kindeiastofhew ys the way to Gas 


like, 











lifia, where we met with a Barke which was ther 
for St. Seba/fians, where being arriued, euery one 
of vs beganto fhift for himfelfe. I aduentured on 
the courtetie of Mr. Peter Waych, Merchant, and 
now Embafladour for his Matelty of England , ar 
the famons Citie of Con/fantinople who clad both 
my backe and my purfe after a competent man- 
ner. Thispaft, my forefaid Guardian Mr. Pick. 
ford ,deliuered me vp vnto two Francifcan Féem- 
wsifo Fryers, which were then bound for their co- 
uentat St, Owers, their generall chapter being 
then ended at Salamanca , with whom I was im- 
batked for Amfferdam in Holland, but by the vio- 
lence of the Seas, we were forced into St. Georges 
channell betwixt Jredemd and Wales, where the 
tempeft being fo great,and our prouifion fo {mal, 
we were con{trained to enter into Atylford hawex, 
where the forefaid Fryers being wearied with the 
tofling of the Sea, refolued to make the fhorteft 
cut they couldto St. Omers: Landing therefore 
at Pembroke Towne, and hauing beene enquired 
.ofby Sir Thomas Button Vice Admirall of thofe 
Seas, and the Maior ofthe faid Towne, andan 
oath being adminiftred ynto them, whether they 
were Icfuites, Priefts, Monkes , or Fryers or of 
any fuch order and Remane function, {wore flatly 
the contrary, and fo gota Pafport of the faid Ma- 
ior, and fo they parted for Briftole : and I pardi 
demanding of them on the way how they could 
take fuchan oath with a fafe cofcience, they anf- 
wered they did it witha mentall referuation,that 
is, they were not Eaglifh Prieft ofan Hereticall 
function

where I was not permitted tofpeake with my 
friends becaufe forfooth Heretiques vpon paine 
ofdamnation , becaufé I was young and:nor fuf- 
ficiently founded in the Romane Catholike Faith, 
and able to defend the pointsofmy Religion; So 
thence without ftay we hafted to Ze/azd and from 
thence to St. Omers , where they delivered me vp 


to the Colledge of the Exgl/p Iefuites. ut

{ftomacks wouldfpare vs,with difcourfe of my pre- 
fent journey from Spatwe, which yet that they 
might more at large be enformed of, they length- 
medthe meale to my narration, vntill bed time 
broke vp both. No fooner had the morning, and 
my felfe opened our eyes si the Redtor at ir 
ther 
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ther Crefwe i {ent for me, where they begun a re- 
monfiration of their rules , and. orders and obfer- 
uations, fomewhat fhorter then their entertain- 
ment. Firft,that they might take none blind-fald, 
they opened’ me witha general! confeffion of all 
my finnes ; then clofed vp all againe by the Sacta- 
nrent , and after this leaft there might bee any re- 
lique of the world left vpon mee, they made mee 
difinueft my felfe of fuch prophane garments I 
had , and the fuperfluities ofhaire , but one they

feruitude was their liberty, and misfortune their 
onely fortune. ‘Thus much for the obedience the 
Students are bound to beftow vpon Father lefuj- 
tes, and Lay Brothers. Let vs now. defcendto the 
Students: their chiefeft quality is neble blood for 
the moft part,to make fuch a Profelite the Father 
compaffe fca and land, perfwading them that fuch 
a calling addesto their Nobility. OF others Jefe 
eminent by birth, it is required they: fhould at 
leatt equall, ifnop tranfeendin eminency of parts

At fix they go 
allto ftudy ina large Hall vnder the firtt Gallery, 
whereaccording toorder each takes his feate, 
where they ftudy one houre, and in the midft wal. 
kes Father Thymder,and fees they all keepe filence 
and 
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and be diligent at their bookes; al are bound tobe 
there without budging at feuen, which 1s their 
houre of breakefaft , they godownetwoby two 
with their bookes vnder their armes, & firft thofe 
in Rethoricke vnto the refeQ@ory,where enery one 
hath for his parta pecce of bread and butter, and 
beere as pleafeth him. The loffe of this breakefaft 
is their punifhment whofe names had beene given 
vp to the Prefe& for hauing fpoke Eagis/h the day 
before, but withina quarter ofanhoure, each 
boy quits the Refectory, and repaires to the 
{chooles; from feuen and halfe, vnrill mime and 
better they areexercifed in repeating and {hewing 
what cOpofuresthey haue made, after which time 
the Prefeéts and Mafters leaue the fchooles,& the 
Students ofthe three vnder fchooles , govpto 
thofe ofthe vpper,which read to them Grecke till 
tenne ,at which houreeuery one betakes hinrto 
his ftudy vntilleleuen , as inthe morning before, 


then todinner, After they haue raunged théfelues 


awhile the Reétor and Fathers enter, the elder 
faies Grace himfelfé , or ordaines another, which 
being done,he placethhimfelfeat the vpper end of 
the Table,the others intheir order. All this waile 
the Students mouthes are fhur, not from: eating; 
but {peaking beftowing their eares vpon fix other 
of their companions difputing three againfk three 
intwo pewesone ouerthwart the other, of fuch 
things which may rather helpe digefti6 to the Fa- 
thers, thenbenefit their owne vnderftandings, as 
whether their paternities had better-eate Heth or 
fifh, drinke wine or beere , & thisidifpute begins 
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and ends with their dinner: Atthe Fathers meale 
both Ceres & Bacchus vouchfafe their company to 
fit,and that liberality too;their meat is what their 
delicacies can defire, that their Procurator caters 
for: the Abbey of Watton 2 leagues diftant, furnt- 
fhing thé with that fatnefle it was wont to afford 
the Monkes as you may read in Owen. 

Now let vs come tothe Collegiates or Studéts, 
and their diet: Far ft they are ferued in by feuen of 
their owne rancke weekely and in courfe, and ac- 
cording to feniority each man hath firft brought 
him a meffe of broth which is the'antipaft ; afrer- 
wards halfe a pound of beefe which they call their 
portion, after an aple, or peece of cheefe for their 
poft paft, bread & beere as they call for it. When 
they haue endedthe meale,the ReGorenioynes fi- 
lenceto the difputants, & then rifing fro the table 
himfelfe, ftand ands fayes Grace , which faid the . 
Students firft go ourone by ene, each making his 
seuerence hat in hand to the Re&or; next after, 
himfelfe goes forth to hearethem play their mu- 
ficke which is ina great Hall ouerthe Refectory; 
théce vntillone of the clocke they recreate them- 
felues in the Garden,thence each manto his ftudy 
which is vntill two,then againe to the {chooles, fo 
vntill foureand a halfe(as in the morning )at their 
Grecke.and Latine exercifes : then againe to their 
ftudies vntill fix whichis {upper time ,and in the 
fame manner {pent as dirner,fauing that 6.others 
go into the pewes, andafter fome {hort-difputati- 
ons ,one ofone fide reades the Latine Martyro, 
loge, & another after him the Englifh,which con- 

taines 
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taines the Legend of our Englifa Martyrs,& Trai- 
tours together, fometimes two inone day. 

he Students heare out the relation with ad- 
miring & Capinkand to the memory of Campion, 
Garnet, Thomas Becket, and Moore, After this vntill 
7, &cahalfe muficke,vatill 8. they recreate them- 
felues together, thence to their ftudies againe un- 
til halfe an houre be paft,fo to their letanies, &to 
prouide themfelues to bed, but before they doe it 
for the moft part they demand on their knees all 
the Prefedts benediétions otherwifethey take not 
themfelues bleft ; then while they are difrobing 
themfelues,one among ft them reades fome mira- 
cle or new booke vntill fleepe clofe vp all,and Fa- 
ther Thunders noyfe awake them inthe morning. 
Difcipline is here enough were it well beftowed;, 
thus paffe their dayes and yeeres, faue T uefdayes 


& Thurfdayes when on the after noones they are- 


licenced to the recreation ofthe open fields ; On 
this wife;dinner ended we march forth of the Col- 


ledge by 2.and 2.Father Thunder himfelfe carry- 


ing vp the reare vnotill we are diftant about a mile 
from the Towne,where we walke, or play at ball 
or bowles or other fuch games, till the clocke and 
our fomackes ftrike fupper time , whence repai- 
ring to the Colledge,roft mutton is our prouifion 
being not ordinary Now let vs touch Sabbath af- 
fsites vito which on Saturday on the after noone 
from 4.till 6.8 after fupper tll 8.all the Students 
confefle themfeluestotheir ghoftly Fathers aboue 
named:on Sunday mortiing at 6.of the clocke they 


hie to theit fudies,where they read facred letters 
vntill

vatill 7.from thence to the Chappell and Congre- 
gationofour Lady , which is kept inone ofthe 
ichooles:, Father Darcy aforefaid being Prefeat of 
the place, where fitting in a chaire, he exhorts all 
to the honour of the Virgin 4zary,declaring to thé 
her great power and miracles-all the {chollers are 
hot admitted here vnto, but thofe only whom the 
Prefect and his 12. Confultors approwe of, which 
12. Confultors are ordinarily termed his white 
boyes. The priuiledge of this fodality is that they 
haue graces ,rofaries ,& beades , ndulgences, Med- 
dals and hallowed graines from his holinefle, In 
vertue whereof as the Prefe@ tels them being 
once admitted into the fame fociety,they may ob- 
taine pardon ofall their finnes paft, atthe houre 
of their death,faying or but thinking on the name 
of lefus, A4ary,/o/eph,they are actually pardoned& 
free from the paines of Purgatory , which other- 
wife had they not beene of this fociety they 
fhould hane endured. 

With one of the aforefaid graines faying 1. Awe 
Maria they may by the vertue of each delivera 
foule from Purgatory Befides on the day any thar 
are in this fodality eftablitht, their fins are remit- 
ted ,fwearing fidelicy,and ftileing them{elues the 
Virgins flaues : On this manner each Sunday be- 
twixt 7.and 8, they {pend their time and they all 
80 to Mafle,and receiue the Communion,thence 
to breakefaft , after to the ftudy , whereas before 
they bufie themfelues in reading diuine ftories til 
dinner ; anon after dinner to their Church where 
they fing Vefpres and Letanies to our Lady for

dewds conuerfion,hauing written on their Church 

_ and Colledge doores in great golden letters, /c/2, 

Te{ connerte Anglia, fiat, fiat. Thefe are only the 

outfides of their profeffion : But new will I rippe 

vp the very bowels of thefe treacherous glofing 
Fathers: Firft thofe {chollers who are Nobly def- 

cended and of rich parentage,they ftriue to allure 

by their honied words, and flattering imbracings, 
indowing them with pidures , beads , meddals, 

Agnus dei, whichthey haue from Rome: Alfo that - 

their baites may take effe& they licence them to 
participate of all thofe wines and juncates proui- 

ded for their owne pallates,and if white boyes of 

a comely feature they beftow onthem(though ill 
deferuing)the preheminence of thefchooles. And 

with thefe is the Prefe@ of muficke moft-recrea- 

ted reading tothem Owtd.Hor Catull.8c Propertins. 

As for the Interrogatory and confeifion of their 

ghoftly Fathers , I referre you to Peter de Atolin, 

which is intuled Nosaute de papifme , where you. 

may at large read thofe abhominable abufes com- 

‘titted in their Interrogatories. Againe, a fecond- 

baite is laid for thofe more graue then the former; 

for inftance , a Gentlemanof Yorkefbire by name . 
Mr.Henry Fatrefax, fonne to Sr, Thomas Fairefax, 

who not yeelding to their inchating allurements, 

one night being a fleepe in his bed,2.Iefuites clad 

in gorgeous white as they had beenie Angels, ap- a 3 
proaching his bedfide with 2. good difciplines ,. 87 “4, 
in sheir hands,the endsoffome ftucke with wyery thetwo An- 
prickes having vncouered him 3 they didafter fo Bus" 
fauage a manner raze his skinnie,that hee became 

for 
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fora while fencelefle , {peaking vntohim in Ta- 
tine that they were Angels fent from the Virgin 
to chaftife him for fome offences by himvcommit- 
ted,viz. for refifting the power ; and reuiling the 
proceedings of his {upperiours ,exhorting him to 
that Order by vertue of the teftimony given by 
the Virgin in the holy order ofthe lefuites;which 
faid, they departed, and lefethe teft fo farre afto- 
niihed that they knew notwhietherthey hadbeene 
Angels or diuels : the day dawning, he found his

The fecond example is that Father Praacis Wale 
4s alias Clearke,now Miniter of the Colledge de- 
fired to allure to their Order,one M\ Wiliam Abin- 
tow a.ftudent in-their honfe;only fonne to Mrzehx 
Abinton ,in whofe houfe the Traytor Garnet was 
apprehended for 2.reafons : Firft becanfe he was 
ingenious and well learned:: fecondly becaule his 
Patherhad loft the greatef part ofhisimeanés in 
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behalfe of the aforefaid apprehenfion,the Ie fuites 
alfo hauing made largefle of promifesto requite 


the faid loffe inample m4ner,could no otherwife 
doe forkhimbutfo. The courfe Wallis tooke was

tainted .Secoendly,that con fidering that their Grand 
Ignatian St. being highly preferred to the Almigh- 
ties fauour by the holy Ghoft,and euen paralelling 
him with our Saviour in that power of cafting out 


Diuels , (if not rather procuring offertories by this Francsfews Ged. - 
fained power) thought thatif other Orders had alla 


beene more ftrict then theirs, hee had neuer foun- 
ded his or this fociety. , 

And furthermore,they pretend that S. /gvatiws re- 
ceiued by diuine reuclation,that none of his Order 
fhould euer be damned for 200. yeeres terme, and 
this they beleeue as an Article of their Creed. In 
conclufion ofall,they exhibitvnto him the medita- 


tion of death, and contemplation of the paines of | 


hell,fo by thefe meanes they wonne the Gentleman 
to their Order againft the will of his Father.

Browne dye’ Byowmes {on,and thusalfo they dealt withone Mr, 
 Herry Tajlor fithéce fecretary to Count Gendamer, 
who having well fele the forefaid Fathers claps, 
was thence {ent to Rewe with a miffion , and rhen 
alfo quickly weary ofthe fame kind of difcipline, 
wrought meanes to depart from thence too, but

they gauce him bur yo.fhillings to conucy him te 
England , whotooke St. Omers in his way. to vifit 
his mother there liuing, where then Father Bivas 
being refident , the Prouinciall of the Exelsfh le. 
fuites and thee remembring him ofthe feruices 
that her late husband Dr. Teylor Dr. of the Law 
haddone for their fociety , in protecting in his 
Chamber that lefuite Father Gerat,a complotter 
of the Gunpowder Treafon, and then interpreter 
to the Spanifh Embafladorin England , in cenfide- 
ration whereof, the Prouinciall B/wst gaue him a 
letter of fauour to Gendamor the then Embaflador 
in Ewgland , where thie letter was write inthis te- 
nure, I intreate your Excellency to doe for this 
ftragling {heepe whohaue beene bred with vs,but 
refufing to take any morercligious functions hath 
forfaken eur Colledge ; which Count Gondamor 


hauing read , made little account ofthe Gentle-, 


man, but notwithftanding reflecting vpon his fa- 
thers deferts,gaue him houle roome and dyet, & 


afterwards perceiving hisdexterity of wit, made - 


choife of him for his Secretary and now fince the 
deathof his Mr. hee is retaimer to his Catholike 
Maiettie. *Thefe paft, inthe yeere 1622. Fathet 
Raldwin was elected ReGor of the Colledge of S. 
Omers, whohad ately fuffered imprifonment in 
the Tower of London for 7. yeeres fpace,for fulpi- 
tion of high Treafon , was in the yecre 1619. by 
Gondamors interceffion was fet free: this man in- 
fifting on the famefteps with his predeceflors be- 
came the 1. ExgiifhReGor ofthat Colledge, and 
the 2.yeereafter,there was fent to this Colledge, 
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a young Gentleman Effenelaus Browne by name, 
fonne and heire to Mr. Authony Browne brother to 
the Vicount Mowmtagae:this Gentleman after two 
yeeres abode there, wearied by their tyrannical] 
difcipline, & defirous to get his necke from their 
yoake, counterfeited a letter from his Father to 
the Rector of the faid Colledge, 8 deliuered it to 
one Highaa booke feller, who lived in the Towne, 
and vfed often to the Colledge, who deliuered it 
to the Pofte which comes weekely fr6 London to 
S.Omers , to that end he thould giue itto the Re, 
ctor ,which done,and the Re@or vnclofing the let- 
ter,taking it to be his fathers own writing, where 
in he intreated to fend his fon ouer into Exglana 
& furnith him with all neceflaries befides, which 
the reGor failed not to do vpon hope of his fpedy 
returne ; buthe hauing priuately difclofed vnto 
one of his fellowes what his purpofe 8c intentions 
were,was betrayed by his babbling, and well pu- 
nifht foralyer ; whereupon the Recor informed 
his Father what pranks he had plaid,and that if e- 
uer he fhould be in Ewgland he much doubted hee 
wouldturne Proteftant; hereupon his Father fent 
word backe,that he fhould detaine histthere pro- 
tefting that he was forry to bee father to fo vnto- 
ward a fonne; and thus perforce they detaine this 
young Gentleman to this houre; andfach like 
courfes they take withall that would leave them; 
and ifanycfcape them, and hee after come to 
bee promoted to any place of honour, they tra- 
duce him and brandhim with all titles of igno- 
muny , and to this end they have their Agents in 

| all 











all places of confequence to put in againft them as 
witne fle thefe that follow. Sr.Edward Baisham.Sit 
Griffin Marthars, the Arch-bifhop of Rhemes, & 
Father Barnes a Benedi@ine,and others whom in 
my fenenth Chapter I thall {peake of at large, 

Now let vs come to the Iefuites théfelues what 
Joueand vnity they mutually entertaine among tt 
them,and to their 3.{euerall profeffids: the 1, and 
chiefe of them are meere Machiauilians,who doe 
nothing but imploy théfelues in matters of State, 
and infinuate themfelues into the fecrets of great 
ones, and giuing true intelligence to none.,{aue to 
the Pope his & Catholike Maiefty,whofe fworne 
vaflals they are; thefe obferuing no Collegiate 
difcipline are difpenfed withall by his Holines,as 
if they did God greater feruice in thus imploying 
théfelues, then following Collegiate courfes. As 
for their religion, they. make ita cloake for their 
wickednes , being moft of them Athiefts or very 
bad Chriftians ; thefe are they that ob{erue thefe 
to.Commandements which follow.

Thefe 10. Commandements they diuide into 2. 
parts,all for me,and nothing for thee: the charity 
they maintaine each among other is none at all, 
for they labour with enuy; as for example, Father 
Parfons died at Rome, through griefe for not being 
made Cardinal,Crefwels faction prewailing cea 
him, and Crefwell himfelfe notwithftanding his 
feruices done to the Sea of Rome and State of 
Spaine,was by new vpfiard Iefuites, exauthorized 
and ejeed from his place, which was Prefe@ of 

the Exgl:fo Miffion which is now by difpenfation 
his Chronicle, from the Pope conuerted mto a Prouinciall-fhip, 
which was ginen to Father Blast, who was lately 

in Exgland, and wretched: Crefwell dyed about a 

yeere after at Geunt in Flanders,well ftricken with 

yeeres,but farre more with difcontent,on the 20. 

of March 1622.And their malicious projects haue 

caft out Father Fofler from being their Agent 
inthe Spanifo Court 1627. who-fora Iefuite, 
which is rare ,was an honeft meaning man, and a 

very good fellow ,and haue fubborned in his place 
Father Northon a grand Matchiauilias, and thus 

they haue vfed diuerf{e others,as old fAlaer F/acke, 
Father Strange Father Gsbbrus, The 2.fort of Ie- 
fuites are thofewho preach, confefle, and teach 
youth & enuy.each other forthe number of their 
fchollers and ghoftly children; they are befides in 

no fmall emulation about their owne*worth and 
learning reading for the moft part to their white 
boyes loofe and Jafciuious Poems.A third fort of 
fefuites there are,not vnfitly rermed fimple ones: 
thefe are wonderful anitere in their life, ofa feru- 
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pulous confcience , and brought vp to colour the 
courfes and the A@ions of the more cunning arid 
politicke ones: of this rancke fome 4. yeeres fince 
wasone Mafter S. of whom the lefuites got fome 
12e00. pound fterling, but fince hee hach feene 
their jugling and cheating hath left them,and re- 
turned to his true religion and Country ; of this 
rancke alfothere yet lines Vicount Adountagaes 
brother now Porter ofthe Colledge at St,Omers, 


of whom they haue gornoleffle then 10000.poiid - 


fterling of whom they report, that after his death 
his body fhall worke miracles for the aufternefle 
of his life;of the fame cédition is Sr.Gerard Kemps 
brother,who is a Caterer to the Colledge,out of 
whofe purfethey haue pickt 2. or 3. thoufands. 
Thefe 3.feuerall ranckes and Orders aforefaid are 
srowneto a fadtion,about the Ic{uitrices or wan- 
dring Nuns ,fome allowing , fome difliking them 
vtterly. This order of Nuns began fome 12.yeeres 


fince,by the meanes of Miftreffle Atary Ward, and - 


Miftrefle Twiery two Engiifs Gentlewomen, who 
obferue the Jenatien habit, and goe clad very like 
to the Ieffites,in this onely differing from the o- 
ther Nuns : They walke a broad inthe world, & 
preach the Gofpell to their fex in England & elfe.

States-man of warre, baning beene in fight with 
them from feuen in the morning, till three inthe af- 
ternoane, after by the Captaine of the faid man of 
warre,whofe name was lacob May, were boarded 
upon albip 6f Llamburge, which they met with om 
the Seas bound for Spaine, ix the which foip after 
ten dayes faile, they were taken againe by a little 
Gally belonging to the Port of Sally zm Barbay. 
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(Be N the yeere 162.2.4ugn/? the firft, wee 
sel France, where wee were imbarked in 2 
NALS thip belonging to Dunkerke, which 
S' thip belonging to Dunkerke, which was 
then newly loaded for S. Lucas in Spazwe,hauing ta- 
kena falfe certification from the gouernor of Calls, 
that the {hip ahd goods belonged thereunto, 
This fhip was‘of an 100.Tunneburthen,. catry- 
ing 12 pecce of Ordnance, 40 men befides pafien- 
eers,one Chirurgion,and two Trumpeters.And we 


departed with: feuen other {hips in the company; - 


and hauing failédtothe Promontory called Fees 
Terra,vypon the coatt of Galifia, we defcryeda thip 
comming from the coaft of Portugal, which tooke 
his courfe afide of vs, atlaft wee perceiuing hee 
difcerned our French colours, we forthwith made 
towards him,who put out the Srates colours, but 
we fuppofinge himro bea Pyrate of Argier,Sally or

Rochell,it would not be amiffe to board him being 
fo neere the coaft of Spaine, nat doubting withina 
few houres to take him, tothe whichend the Ad- 
mirall wich the other fiue being all French, ioyned 
himfelfeto the Vice Admirall being the ftrongett 
ofthe company,they were conceited, it were beft 
tolet him goe; butthe Vice Admirall defirousto 
conteft with them preparing himfelfe forto fight, 
launching forth his beate, charging his Artilery, 
Muskets,and Murthering pieces, laying histraines 
of powder,nayling vp hisdecks, croffing the hat- 
ches with Cables, & hanging his grappling chaine 
onthe maine Matt . whichdone, the Capeaine of 
the Vice-Admirall Jaques Banburge by name,began 
ro encourage his Marriners,telling how eafi@it was 
for feuen to take one, not thinking che fappofed 
Pyrate to have had aboue 30. men, andten peeccs 
of Ordnance, whereupon the reft gathering toge- 
ther, refolued that the Admiral] {hould make the 
firft onfet,andthe Vice: Admirall thefecond, and 
the reft in their orders but the Hollander difcerning 
vs to be French made no hatte co efcape vs, and ha- 
uing gottenthe winde made towards vs with ade- 
fire to get{ome prouifion of vs for hismoney, and 
we towards him,which feeing, he hung out a flag 
ef truce, but our Admiral! falured him with two 
peeces of Ordnance,our Vice-Admirall with 4.and 
the reft intheir order came on, which be valiantly 
withftood, putting forth on each fide fome 14. 
brafle peeces of ordnance,not having before out a- 
bone 4 or 5, his burden being fome 200. Tunne, 
with 150 mesjand 5 Trampeters, who turning ae 
bout, gaue vstwo broad fides with his ordnance,

Then-examining all that furuinedy amongft the 
refichey found vs i2 to be Exg/i/h youths and paf- 
fengers, 
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fengers,and kindly entertained vs. ‘Next day they 
meeting with a fhip of Hamburge bound for Spaine, 
loaded with boards and beere, commended vs to 
him to conuey vs to the aforefaid S.Laces in Spaine, 
furrendring vp all our furniture which we brought 
inthe Dwnkerks (hip; which (hip they carryed with 
them to.Hodard, being laden with very rich com- 
modities tothe value of 7000 pounds, and fo than- 
king them for their affection to the Eaglifh Nation 
we leftthem,and continued our courfe for Spaine, 
and comming to the Cape of S.Vincest, wedel 
cryed comming towards vs alittle Gally, which we 
tooke to be a Fifherman, and being deftitute of vi-- 
Cals and prouifion,we got vpthe maine Maft and 
made fignes vato them for fuccour, hoping inan 
houre to have gone with them on fhoare atthe 
Fort of St.rzucene, 

But our fuppofed Fifhermen came fooner then 
welcome, for hauing firft’coafted ys round abour, 
and percciting our veffell though great,yerof litle 
defence (as in truth it was,all the Marriners being 
meere Anabaptifts) came directly vpon vs, and we 
getting on the hatches ready toleape into them; 
perceiuing our Fifhermen turned to a Gally of 18,

Anothernight the 4Zoeres making’ merry ypon 
the decks,and halfe drunke with their drinke which 
they call Opéwm, our Marriners of Hamburge, and 
fome Portugal Captaines, which were'with'ys per- 
cciuing {uch oportunity,we eucouraged cach otker 
to rife vp againft them,their weapons being below 
with vs, and oneof the Pertugals hands vityed ; 
whereupon we agreeded, and this’ Porsagall begin- 
ning tovntie the reft, was apprehended inthe A@ 
by the Captaine of the Gally,who comming down 
in a fury, faid that he knew what we intended, and 
that he could difcouer in his fleepe,more treachery 
then we could inuent being awake. And well might 
he do fo hauing the helpe of their Prieft with him 
Who was a Witch (as moft of themare) and then

Bue amongit che reft of our company I deemed 
my felfethchappielt, becaufe I fell to the Captaine 
‘ofthe fhip, whofe name was AMgallaw a Alorifco, 
who had beene banifhed with a 109000. more 
from Speiie, by Philip the third,vpomf{ufpition of 
ereafon. Thefe A4ori/coes came into Spaine with Je- 

cob Almanfor,atherwile called Pilodor Caliph, who 
conquered Spa7ne and brought them in with him, 
where they refided 500.yeeres,vatill the laft extir- 
pation as now faid. , che Y: 

~ This Morz{co carried meto his houfe,where fet. 
tering one of mylegges withan iron'chaine, and — 
clothing me witha canuas fuite, laid thefe iniunai- 
ons vpon me: firft he gaue me charge of his ftable, 
and then togrind at his hagd mill;and to draw wa- 
ser atthe Fontaine, with many others of the like 
Gages ve | 
-’ The vi€tuals he gaueme were Veregenas, Cab- 
bage,and Goats flefls ; As for my lodging it wasin 
adungeon ia the market place, where they vic 
commonly tolodge their flaues,whe repaire there 
euery night about eight of the clocke, their matters 
manicling their hands beforefor feare they fheuld 
make an infurrection,the umber being about 300.

stNow1 began (hauing a Moore inemy company 
for my.condutor) to enquire after my compani- 
ons, whom I found-in the Caftle, and in feuerall 
private houfes,;whom they fearce euer fuffered to 
come abroad, efpecially the faireft and youngeft, 
whofe bodies they abufed with their Sodomy. I 
haniag with much difficulty obtained to fee them,

Sothen at laft the Merchant partly refolued to 
redeemethem,wentto vilit them,but mot of their 
mafters; would. riot,part, with them» vpon ‘any 
termes, which the Merchant perceiuing, betooke 
himfcifero the Gonernor of the Caftle who was 
his very greatfriend, and prefenting: him. witha 
diamond ting of 609.crownes price, procured the 
mo. F3 Gouer- 
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Gouernor to buy them for himfelfe,who did it,and 
gaucfor them, fome thirty pounds, fome forty 
poundsa peece. — : | 
Which done,he deliuered them vp tothe Met- 
chant, which the Atsores their mafters vnderftan- 
ding,came in greatrage and tooke them eut of the 
Merchants houfe.where wee were altogether ¢x- 
pectiug to beimbarked the next winde for Spaine, 
but one of their mafters {aying I was the occafion 
they werc like to loo(e their flaues, drew his Cemi- 
ter vpon metokillme, bue I betooke my felfeto 
my hecles, and tooke fan@uary in the gouernors 
houfe, whom when I had informed how thecafe 
ftood,came out with his Guard and protected mee, 
and tooke my companions from theirmefters a- 
gaine,and put vs all in ahovfe neere his owne,with 
aguard of r2 musketiers to defend vs tillfach 
time as the Merehants fhippe was ready for Spsine. 
Hereupou the Adceres their matters’ were fur- 
ther inraged,and hauing complotted together, faid 
they would haue them tobe gelded, and to be fent 
for Eunuches asa prefeneto the King of Adarrne-

the Gouernor and declared this their minde vnto 
him,the Gouernor was much perplexed, notda- 
ring to deny any thing which was for his King. 
Whercupon'the Gouernor not knowing any-0- 
ther Way to preuaile, intreated them that they 
would aot doefo, and that vpona preater occafion 
they thould command him greater matters, andfo 
with perfwafionsand good words he obtained his 
will, and wee being freed from all danger, andthe

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Merchant ready todepart for Spasné ,one of the 
aforefaid Afeeres prefented him witha poyfoned 
tart,tothe end he dying therewith,they might re- 
couer all their flaues, But as it pleafed God this

we expeéted the morning tyde to enter the Port, 
the morning tyde being come we cartyed our. 


Merchant on fhoare,and [being aboutto lay him 


on abed,he prefently expired in mine armies, not 
making any willor difpofing of his goods: Next 
day he was buried with all honour the Gouernor 
ofthe Towne and Souldiers could exhibit;we 12 
carrying torches before his corps to the Church, 
fang the requiem and dirges of thedead , and the 
Prieft celebrated Maffe for his foule, 

Which Ceremonies ended we returned gp our 
fhips , and being ready to depart with the next 
morning tyde, there drew towards Mammora,the 


Moore whom they call the Saint of Ssdey, with 
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30000. Alarbes, and affaulted it with fuch fury & 
fhouting, as if heauen and earth were come to- 
gether , then making their onfet were valiantly 
repulfed, the towne being affifted with 1 60:‘Mar- 
riners , and Paflengerr out of-our fhippe and pin- 
naces,but efpecially by two French Gunners who 
neuer let fly in vaine,the Spanifh Gunners mifiing 
for themoftipartyi .{:sod.cidt po mild 3 ieu0% 
‘Thusa great part of the Atoores being flaine,the 
reft fled with their St, backe againe to Salley. 
And wee-2.dayes after departing the Towne, 
continued our courfe for Ca/es;but drawing neere 
the City’ of Alarache, wee were chafed by three 
men of warre of rgser, fo that we were forced 
to take fhelter vnder the Caftleof Alarachée where 
Tand another of my companions got om fhoare, 
vnwilling to ventureany further in the fhipy bait 
finding there a: lighter boate éfthe:Gouernors 
ready for Cales , wee embarkt our {elués therein, 
being accompanied with one Captaineanda Do- 
munican Fryer,and when we were neere Calesthe 
Fryer began to tell che Capraine' ofthe bett'Gur- 
tefans in the towne , but in the midtt ofhis ftory 
he perceiued a Turki/h Barke making towards vs, 
which broke off his difcourfe,and droue him to 
mumble ouer his mouldy beades:and fay his Bre- 
uiary, and office ofthe Virgin Adery.» Buthaning 
gotten on the Spansjb thoare ; told wharwasbe- 
hindg of his former difcour{e. foil AV 
Here I departing with my other companion, 
Went fo St. Leczs which was3. leagues offto. my 
Vackles. houfey where I was receiuediand enter- 
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tained with no little ioy,whereal{o 10.daiesafter , 
the reft of our cOpany arriued , with whom being 
furnithed for my iourney accompanied them to 
their Colledge in Siw, whence taking my leaue 
Tieft them, being nor willing to taft any. more of 
their difcipline,and wifhing them withall to take 
order to fatisfiethe Merchants daughter, hauing 
already done it for me. .. | 

The Rector made anfwer for, them to me,that 
he would take that to his charge. 

And fo I went to the Courtof Afadvid to vilit 
my Parents and friends who knew not what was 
become of me , where being entertained with no- 
{mall joy,l opened to my Father the mifery Ihad 
futfered 8 acquainted him with the Te{uites pra- 
ctifes at St.Omers,and the reafons wherefore Left 
them ; this my Father hearing grew into diflike : 
with the Jefuites , but efpecially when he ynder- 
itood that the Rector of the Colledge of sia: had 
cheated the Merchants daughter whofe Father 
loft his life in ranfoming their {chollers.which 
cheat was c6tinued on this mancr. The lefuites of 
Séwill hanirig beene informed that the Merchant 
disburfed not ready money for their ranfome,but 
was to pay it at his returne now(he not returning) 
they affirmed that they thought in conf{cience 
they were out of debr for the matter , neuer con- 
fidering that the Merchant had left hiswarehoufe 
fraught with the value of10000.crownes behind, 
which their deceit his daughter now feeing fued 
them in the law’, but the Icfuites fo pofleffed the 
Iudges that they ouerthrew her inthe ans fo 
G that 
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that now (he was left deftitute of father & soods, 


the forefaid Afvores & Tefuites being tribly paid. 
Now the lcfuites wiote to England to their 
friends for their ranfomes , which being fpeedily 
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{ent they enjoyed themfelués, 
Morcouer they madea Tragicall-Comedy of 


ur voyage, whereby they got much money and 
honour, whereupon al people admired Gods pro- 
uidence ,‘and our delivery out of fuch manifett 
dangers which the Iefuites afcribed only to their 
protector S Jenatiws we being their fchollers,and 
thereupon they collected no fmall fummes of 
money, which they pretended was to pay for our 
ranfoming. : ee ? 
And now they keepe thefe fchollers in the Col- 
ledge ftudying vntill fuch time which is about 2. 
yecres hence, when they fhall be ordained Prieft 
and Tefuites to be fent to conuert their Country,

This fixt Chapter containes déuerfe remarkabce things 
touching the Iefuites and Monkes and alfo the death 
of his Father in Madrid where after bis voyage be 
lined two yeeres,vnsill his Catholike Maiefty aonst- 
nated hin bis Captaine for Viandexs.

to my intended fubiect. Firftthen the Iefuites 
perceiuing what finall accounts! made of retur- 
ning vnto them,gaue me ouer for a caftaway,and 
fought by all meanesthey:could to difgrace me to 
my parents and friends but I being afore acquain- 
ted with their dealings, keptmeeout of their 
clutches. Now the Earle of car/i/ethe Lord Hayes 
by name,arriu’d at /adrid,took me from my Fa- 
ther and made me his imterpretér for the time of 
hisabode in Spaime, and after‘his departure] patt 
my time to and froin diuerfe Enghfp Gentlemens 
company, ftill expeding the conclufion of the 
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natch betweene England and Spaine, and hoping 
thereby to be admitted into the feruice of Doxea 
Maria the Infanta whom miy Father had tutoured 
inthe Exglifh tongue , and had alfo the promife 
of all courtefies thee.could pofibly.dohim, and 
thus pafling my time}. I-fell: into acquaintance 
with Mr. Francés Bromae fonne and ‘heire to the 
Vicount Ateentagne.and Mr-Heary Barty,the now 
Lord of Lizd/eys brother, ene Mr. Auth ony Ingle- 
field the forefaid Mr.Brownes cofen germane and 
EarleofBriffols Page. This M. Browne had a Bene- 
dictine Monke to his tutor whofe name was fryer 
Benact alias Smith, who through the aduice of 
another BenediGiine Monke one Father Boniface, 
tooke him out ofthe Earle of 37ifelshoufe, and 
puchim to’a Priefts houfe inMadrid to betutour’d 
and brought vp in learning’, telling himvthac it 
was very abfurd that fiicha Gentlemans fonne 
as hee was fhould be Page , and that e{pecially in 
Spasite. | 

But their intent was to make him one of theig 

owne order, & fo get his meanes away from him, 
tor they enioyned the Prieft.tolooke to him very 
narrowly, & not fuffer him 'to go abroad without 
either going -him/{elfe,, or elfe fending a faithful 
cempanionalong with him’; and that vpon Sun-

him dailyto take their habie vpon him, faying, 
that there wasnot fuch an order to bee found in 
the whole world befides,and that hee fhould bee 
admitted into the cépany of any Duke or Prince, 
and moreover reckoning vp how many Popes 
had beene-of their Order and the like, As for Mr, 
Browne they kept him in fo clofe , that hee rather 
lived the life of aMonke then a Courticr,for they 
made him every day to meditate vpon death,and 
the danger of liuing in the world, thinking there- 
by to draw him to their Order, at leaftto be well 
affeGted thereunto, Likewife they made him fay 
the Office of our Lady , and their grand Prictts 
breuiary , and fo at length they got fuch a hand 
ouéer him , that they made him ofttimesgo on 
foote while they rode about juncketting in his 
coach; but now leauing the Monkes awhile, let vs 
some to the Iefuites and Au/lew Pry cts. 

Firft how the lefuites went about to feduce to. 
them one Mr. Henry Challoner {onne to St.Thomas 
Challoner late Tutor to Prince Henry : this young 
Gentieman not contenting himfelfewith the bare _ 
knowledee of Arts, and liberal fciences at home, 
but defiring likewife tobe more really and expe- 
rimentally informed by vifiting forreigne parts, 
-imbarkthimfelfe at Dower for’ Sti Lacus in Spatne, 
where being arriued tooke his’ way by Sinill to 
Madrid, and at Siuill hee went to the ‘Colledge of 
Englifh Icfuites to fee the difcipline and gouern- 
ment thereof;and the lefuites feeing him to bee 
‘buttender of yeeres madé fulbaccount to.draw 
Kim to their Orders by their flattering wordsand 
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48 The Englifp 
inticements, telling hinvas yet hee was ina great 
errour:that it were his beft courfe to admit ofthe 
Remane Catholick faith without which there js 
no faluation;but he demeaned himfelfe fo difcret- 
ly that they could not poflible worke him ouer 
with all their enticements, Hereupon feeing they 
could not preuaile by their arguments & intice- 
ments they kept him intheir Colledge perforce, 
where confidering in what ftraite hee now was, 
contrived the meanes of his liberty after this 
manner: hee told them that hee had abrothera 
neere retainer to his Highneffe of Wales,who had 
fent for him to preferre him to his ferviec, which 
the lefuites hearing difmifed him {peedily , for 
feare they fhould incure fome great difpleafure, 
Aad fo taking his leaue he tooke his journey for 
Madrid, where by the way he met with a certaine 
Auftin Fryer , which was then trauailing for A¢a- 
dred. whofe company he enioyed to the forefaid 
Madrid but onthe way the Fryer well obferuing 
his.comelineffe and ingenious lookes grew forth- 
with inamoured with him, in fo much that he de- 
fired to be his bed fellow,and in condition there- 
of hee promifed hima nightslodging with his 
fifter , who for her beauty was then paralel’d, but 
by very few in all spazne,, but this young Gentle- 
man not giving way to his requeft , asexceeding 
the bounds of reafon and modefty , left the Fryer 
much perplexed imhis vnnaturall defires s when 
they came to Madrid, the Fryet went to his Co- 
uent, and this young, Gentleman, to the, Court, 
where hewas entertained by his Highnefle, who 
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gaue charge to his Secretary that he fhould want 
for nothing,telling him that his Father had beene 
afecond Father tohis brother whofe gcd-fonne 
hee was; thus paffing his time at the Court vider 
the Princes proteGion and care ,was here alfoas 
before at the Sivi Colledge affaulced by one Fa- 
ther Foffer, but he put him off asthe reff, A little 
after he returning into Egland with his High- 
~neffe. Now my Father continued in his tutorthip 
ofthe Infant vntill he fell ficke and dyed, Nouem- 
ber the laft,1623 .the chiefe occafion of his death 
beingthis: the Iefuites and their dependants, 
feeing that he cofulted not with them as In times 
paft,for finding himfelfe wonderfully miftaken in 
them and their religion, {aid it was high time for 
him to looke to his owne foule, and yet he doub- 
ted notif it-pleafed God but he would faue one. 
“Whereupon the Iefirites endeauoring by all pof- 
fible meanes to exauthorize him vader hand, in- 
forming the Infanta that his, difeafe the cough of 
the lungs might proue infe@tious to her perfon; 
vpon this fhe fent her Phyfitians to vifit him, and 
they finding it otherwife, {hee continued him in 
her feruice. 

But alittle after hee being aduertifed by his 
frinds of the Iefuites plots & information again{t 
him, & feeing alfothe fame himfelfe went home, 
and after eight dayes {pace with fickneffe and dif- 
content he dyed, leaving: his place to one Father 
Boniface in whofeChurch he was buried, his body 
being accompanied by the Barle'Gaisdamor and o- 
ther Noblesofthe Court, and all the feruants 
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ofthe Infanta, wich many other Engi Gentle: 
men,as Mr Barty, Mr. Browne. § Edward Bainham, 
Mr. /ug/efield,and others ; the dirges and reqaiems 
ang other ceremonies ended , my brother and I 
went to kifle the Infantas and Dake Oduares his 
hands,who moft gracioufly receiued vs , and pro. 
cured vs our Fathers penfion, 

This paft-Iliued.at Madréd at my mothers hou 
7-Or & monthes, in which { continued my former 
friendthip with Mr.Browne,and Mr. inglefeld, but 
efpecially with M.Zaglefield » who told me againe 
how vehemently he was vrged and importun’d to 
turne Monke,whereupon I difwaded him from it, 
which Father Boniface {melling out,gane order to 
his tutor to refraine my company which M.Jnglee 

field took fo gticuoully that onthe § ‘day follow- 
ing when his tutor was faying Maffe atthe high 
Altar,got from him, and came tome where I en- 
tertained him with all ref pect and courtefie. Bur 
Father Bezsface vnderitanding wheré he was came 
to him,and perfwaded him to returne to his tutor 
but feeing he could ‘not preuaile by perfwafions, 
thought to doit by threates ; burall in vaifie, for 
the young Gentleman was refolued rather to die 
then to turne a Monke; which Father Benzface {ee- 
ing returned to his Couent as wife as he‘came. 
. Alittle while after, he councelled Mr? Benmet 
the aforefaid MrBrowzes tutor ,to-conuey him to 
Keme, which hee did , and intreated Sr, Grif fiz 
Markam , and S¢.tWilliam Stanley who then lived 
at the Court; and. with whom | dagly kept come 
pany , to perfwade me tofollow the wastes sfup. 
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pofing thereby in my abfence to regaine Mingle. 
frela with their per{wations:I prefently gaue care, 
and hauing got audience of his Maiefty,! intrea- 
ted him for'a commiffion and parent for a land 
company in Flaxders, which his Matefty forth- 
with granted me,and withall gaue me 200.ctow- 
nes for my vzateum : fo taking leaue of my mo- 
ther and friends, | tooke my tourney for F/asders, 
but inthe meane fpace, M, Inglefield tecciued a 
letter from his father, in which hee enioyned him 
to returne tothe Viiuer fity of Deway in the Pro- 
uince of Flanders, where his yonger brother was 
a'Student, ‘which forefaid Vniverfity was but 
foure leagues out of my way,and fo we refolued 
to trauaile together, and a day before wee depar- 
ted, Father Fraacu Foffer came to vifit vs,and in- 
llited ‘vs toaccompany him the next day to Veh- 
doled, it Being but two leagues out of the way to 
Flanders,’ at whofe requeft M. Inglefield and my 


felferefolued togowithhim, but efpecially for. 


the great defire wee hadto ‘fee the Exgli/b Col- 
ledge there’; whereupon: the next day we depar- 
ted to Valodolid, where after three dayes iourney 
we arrived, and were inuited forthwith after our

ftay with them in their Colledge, hefhould haue 
all the rofpe@ and honour which a Gentleman,of 
his quality may challenge.Furthermore they fhew- 
¢d him thefepulcher and monument of his.Grear 
Vackle S. Francis Inglefield. fometimes- priuy: 
Counfellor, and Mafter of the Wards to Queene 
Mary,and King Philio, who had alfo beene buried 
in their Colledge,and had beene’as they fay one-of 
their cheefe Benefa&tors, &'for his fake“they were 
bound to piuehim refpect, and the beft counfell. 
they could: buthe replyed that. he ‘muft with all 
hafte make. for Derway, fir; bis. father had | fene, 
for him to come thither :onthé next. morning as. 
foone as I rofe I went to his Chantien hele be 
told me of al occurrences and paffages with the Te- 
fuites the,night paft, which hauing done wee refols. 
ued to depart after dinner, but the Rector,& Father 
Poffer, and Father wardthe Sup Redtor, very ear- 
neftly befought vs to flay with them two dayes 
longer, becaufe. they. had a Lay brother ohn Hill 
alias wood by name, who was there for, Flaaders, 
and would be for our company if wewould fta 
fo long for him, which we did.

fighting,being by M.zagéefeld parted, who incli- 
nedtomy fide, the which brocher H// perceiuing 
loft his labour in that he intended, reconciled him 
vato me,and that night in token of an humble re- 
cencilation,fupplyed the place ofan Oaftler in pul- 
ling of my bootes ; fo arriving at Bardeaux, being 
wearie with riding Poft,we agreeded with the mel- 
{enger to trauaile with him to.Paris,ginine him eue- 
ty man five pound apeece(the iourney being 300, 
tiles) to defray eur charges, whence comming 
within foure leagues ef Or/eance, fome ielts pafing 
betweene M.dnglefield anda Frenchman, Hill per- 
{waded M. Jnglefield who'didnot vnderftand the 
Freach tongue, that he was abufed by the French- 
mas, Which gaue him occafion to ftrike him ouer 
the face, whereupon the Frenchmex which were in 
company aflaulted vs, and had itmot beene for a 
Recheleer wee had beene flaine, who related ynto 
him that hee was mifiaformed by Brother Hl,

Afterwards comming to Orleance, Hill complai-

In 
Spaine he grew famili iar with Crefwell, but the Guns 
powder treafon taking no effet, they forthw ith 
fell to difference, and hauing foent 12000 poe 
fterling which he carryed out tof Exglava with | ae 
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he fell into great mifery wherein he lines to this 
day, and (becaufe his plot failed ) hee is neither 
countenanced by. his Catholike Maieflie, nor by 
the Iefuites who feduced him. I being inhis com- 
pany at Maaréd,and telling hift’of Crefwels death, 
he made an{wer that he hoped he was in the dee- 
pelt pit of hell, hauing beene the occafion of his

- Alfo there is one 
mitre fle Adary Monper fons who lines by trading, 
Againe there is one Mr. Anthony Pinto fome- 
timesa feruant to Cre/well,who {ceing how illthe 
Englifh Fugitiues were treated , difcarded the 
name of an £#g/ifh man,and now paffeth fora Spa- 
mara, and thexeby liveth farre berter then the 
reft , being oneno leffe {ubtile then his Matter 
thus. 
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chins much for the Evg/:fhfecular, Fugitiues of 
note at Madria, ie 
But now Jet yscometo the Clearkesand re- 
ligious men. Firft,to the Engis/h lefuites whofe 
Agent & Procurator generall is Father Northen 
one for policy,very fudtile and daygerous., This 
Nerthon was created D.D.in Parés,& was fome- 
times Vice-Prefident of the Colledge of Doway, 
and afterwards turned Tefuite, Agent and Pro- 
curator generall for the Engl{b Monks, is one, 
Father Boniface, a very crafty fox, anda Smiths 
fonne in Redding, hee is fo ambitious and haugh- 
ty, that he will not acknowledge his parentage, 
bur giues out he is fome great Gentlemans fon. 
As forthe fecular Priefts they haue one 477//en- 
den for their Procurator generall., a {imple fel- 
low but wonderfully mallicious, Now touching 
thofe of the Scotti’ Nation which refide in the 
Court of Spazae there is none of account but 
Colonell simple, who betrayed ZLyerin Flan- 
ders tothe Spaniards fome 30. yeeres fince, and 
recéiued 25000. crownes for requitall of his 
treachery ,and new liuing in Spaive, hath lately 
beguna foundation ofa Scotti/fh Seminary , the 
Prefeé& or ReGtor whereofjhe indentethto make 
his bafe fonne Hugh Simple , whom he hath trai- 
ned yp in the Spanifh lefuites. Seminaries , one 
who. may proue as treacherous a companionas 
ever was his father.For his Maiefty now of Eng- 
land ,being in the Court of Spaine, hee gaue vp 
diuerfe petitions 8 aduertifements to the King 
and Counfell of Spasse that they fhould:not con- 
|i: clude 
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Cludeany match with Exelend, vnleffe there 
fhould be ere&ed in each Vniuerfity vader our 
King his Dominions a Colledge of lefuites for 
the trayning vp of youth in the Romane faith and 
doGrine, and to thew himfelfe the more zea- 
lous, printed thefe faid aduertifements with his 
name fub{fcribed, and deliuered them to his 
friends of the Court.As forthe Wh Fugitives 
there are more ofthem then of any other , the 
ftrecte wherein they lodge is by the Spaniards 
termed the lowfie ftreete and as for their quali. 
ty ,faue thefe that follow:Firft, he thar pretends 
tobe Bithop of Armath,and Dublin, then the 
Earle of Beere- banen, with two or three more of 
the King his Pages , all the reft are meere chea- 
tersand vagabonds. ‘The faid Bifhop and Earle 
are Agents for Tyron and Therconiell, who liue 
in Flizders inthe Archdutchefles Court , and 
from them to other Papifts in Zreland,they daily 

importune his Carholike Maiefty & his Coun. 
fell to inuade the faid Kingdome with an army, 

not doubting bur it fhall bee deliuered vp into 

his hands , ftom whichtheir folicitation they 

could nor forbeare euen when our King was in 

Spame. And thus much for the Exgitfh Scottifh, 

an{ ¢-z/b Pugitiues which are at this prefent re- © 
fident in rhe Court of Spaize.. Now for the Col- 
ledges & Seminaries of the Iefuites, Monks) 8 
Fryers,and other Seminary Priefts, Premit the 
Reader to Lents Owne his rurning Regifter-in 
the publike Libtary at Oxford of which he may 
at large'fee which Twill here’ but name's as’ the 
Colledge 
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Colledge at Vallodofid,and that at Sévzl/, and the 
Refidence at Madrid, and another at St. Lucas, 
another at Lesbow, of which a fecular Prieft, one 
Naman by name is the head ,who is now in {uite 
withthe Iefuites about the propriety thereof, 
but efpecially becaufe there is one Dox Pedro Co- 
tinioa Portugal Gentleman, who was once go- 
uernor of Bais in Brafid, who by reafonof his 
great corruption & vniawfull gifts he receiued 
there at his returne from Spaéme,fearing leaft he 
fhould bee examined by his Maiefty how hee 
came by thefe great riches, he had to bring the 
world into a good conceite of him profefled 
that he would build a Colledge for the educati- 
on of 100, Exglifb youths, which after they had 
beene trained vp there, might returne to their 
Countrey & conuert many to the Romane obe- 
dience, of which Colledge hee promifed the 
faid Numan tobe head, and likewife hee made 
the {fame promifetothe Eag/s(b lefuites , that 
oneofthem fhould bee head, if his Holinefle 
would approue thereof, and hereupon engaged 
_ them fo deepe in the Law, that 20 yeares try- 
all will {carce end their controuerfic, hee in the 
meane time derideth both parties, hauing no 
intention at ‘all to performe what he’hath pro- 
fepictlonrornc ye | 
But neuertheléfle one Harwy a fecular Prieft, 
Numans Agent here in England for the getting 
ouer of youth, perfwadeth the Catholikes: and 
their Bifhop of chaleedon, that without doubt 
Father Wu7man will overthrow the Iefuites. As 
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for any Scottif> Colledge or Seminary there is 
none; fauing that which Colonell Simple ts be- 
sinning in A¢dadrid. As for the drab they haue 
three, one in Sa/omeanca, another in Séwzf, and a 
third in Lisbone. As for Exeh/h Nunneries, there 
is only one which is at Lishene, whereof you may 
read more at large in Xebznfom , and thus much 
for Spaine. , 

As for Englifh Fugitiues in /t4/y, there are ve- 
ryfew. At Maine thererdfideth Sir Thomas 
Stukeéey, who hath 100.crownesa month penifi- 
on fromthe King of Spaéwe. This.Stukeley is a 
grand traytor, and enemy to his Countrey, and 
were it not for the Duke of Fevza, who entertai- 
neth him at his owne table, he might long fince 
haue rode backe to Madrid on an Afleas hee 
came. 

Likewife there is one Webb , a retainer tothe 
King of Spaine , who liued wonderfull poorely. 
As tor the City of Florence , there lineth Sir Ro- 
bert Dudley , who ftyleth himfelfe Duke of Wer- 
thumberland, who left England becaufe he could 
not be fuffered to enioy a fecond wife , his firft 
wife.cthen furuiuing, This Dad/ey now enioyeth 
his fecond wife bya difpenfation from his Ho- 
lineffeand is in great efteeme with the Duke of 
Plorence , inregard of his Art in contriuing and 
fabricating of fhips,and Galleyes; and hath ob- 
tained ofthe Emperour to be declared Duke of 
Northumberland ,who hath giuen him the tittle 
already ,and the land when he can catch it. 

Now let yscometo Rome , where ofall places 
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of ftalywe hauebut one Exgii{h Colledge, (be- 
fides the refidence of the Exgi/hlefuitrices,who 
fpoke Latine to his Holineffe,to the end that he 
fhould confirme their Order,and their fufficien- 
cy (though women ) for preaching the Gofpell 
to allnations, euento Turkes and Infidels,men- 
tioned in mythird Chapter , whereof Father 
Fitz Herbert isthe Reétor , who had beene be- 
fore a penfioner , and {pye to the King of Spaize 
in France,and his feruice being paft,and his pen- 
fon failing him, out of pure neceflity he and his 
man were confrained to turne Tefuites , or elfe 
fiarue, And hee being a worthy fcholleranda 
sreat polititian , was very welcome to that Or- 
der. But tocome from /taly to Feanders our Eng- 
iifh Fugitives liuing there,are as follow: Sr.Wsl- 
liam Stanley , who betrayed | Dewentre a towne in 
Holland to the. Spaniards , this Knight laments 
now his misfortunes and faies he hath out-liued 
his friends, and in the yeere 1624. hee was con- 


ftrained to goe to Spasae in hisold age , having © 


now feene 95.yeeres,andthere to goe Cap in 
hand to all the priuy Counfellors, to crauc his 
penfioa which had not beene paid him in fix 
yeeres before, And after he had ipent 3.months 
in petitioning them , they granted him 10000. 
crownes and the tittle ofan Earle to fell, or be- 
fow on whom he pleafed; and thus he returned 
to Flanders \eauing his money in the handesof a 
Spanifh \efuite Father Anthonio Vafques by name, 
who promifed to returne it for him by a billof 
Exchange, but never did it to this day. VV here- 
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upd feeing himfelfe thus cozened in his old age, 
turned Carthufian at Au/fend,and gaue the Car- 
thufians there his Plate, and that little money 
which he had,where I haueheard him often co. 
plaine of the Iefuites and fay hee was heartily 
forry tg finde them fuchknaues, and that ifhis 
Matefty of great Brétaiwe would grant him par- 
don,and Icaue to live the reft of his daies in Lan- 
cafbire with beefe and bagge-pudding he fhould 
deeme- himfelfe one. of the happieft inthe 
world; but this could neuer be obtained of his 
aforefaid Maiefty he hauing beene fo great and 
notorious a traytour, 

Likewife there is one 2veuill, who ftiles him- 
felfe Earle of Weffmerland, but his Eearledome 
many times will {carce furnifh him witha din- 
her , and were itnot for his * fecond wife who, 
playeth the fhee Phyfitian in the Archdutches 

ourt , he might be put oft times to narrower 
fhifts,notwithttanding his 100 crewnes penfion 
a month. 

There is alfo one Sir Therzas Letge, who not- 
withftanding his 40. crownes penfiona month 
inthe Caftlt of Autwerpe,for a man of his fathi- 
on his wife and children line ina very meane 


-eftate, 


Among#t all thefe Sir Griffie Atarkham hath 
gone the beft way to raife his fortunes ; hauing 
got into fauour with the Duke of Nabarge who 
giues him the fureft penfion of all. This Sr.Grif- ~ 


| fin Makham at his‘ firkt arriuall at Brase/s being 


kept vnderby the lefuites,was driven to fuch an 
e€xi- 
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exigency that he was conftrained to plucke out 
the inlaid filuer of the hilts of his {word,to buy 
flower to make an hafty pudding for his dinner, 
There alfo is one M.ward,who notwithitanding 
the penfion of 40. crownes monthly, lives in 
great want, Mr. Young likewife hauing like al- 
lowance, & fharing inthe fame mifery. Befides 
‘Mr. Parfons, brother to the grand Iefuire of that 
name now dead, is in no better condition. 

There is alfo one Gabriel Coltford, anotable 
{oye and traytor, both tohis King and Country, 
who with his companion C/ferd,is more noxi- 
ous to our Kingdome then 100 others,who is of 
indifferent eftate, but ofa minde farre aboue. 

There is alfoone M. Wer /teagan, who did not 
his wife keepe vp his credit might be yokt with 
the reff, 

And now we are come to the regiment which 
the L.~% and S.£.P. conueyed for the rch- 
ducheffe {eruice, This L.y-after his arriuall,fent . 
a cozenof his,one Captaine B. into Spaine , ho- 
ping of fome great reward anfwerabletohis 
expectation , which was.a chaine of gold from 
his Catholike Maiefty, valued at 400 crownes, 
which my L, refufed having beene at 5000. 
pound charge in that feruice. Three of his Cap. 
taines which were Sir R.H. Sir E.E.and C.7,. 
& C. 8. alittle before had a like recompence, 
they being caffierd and the fouldiers mixt with 
other companies, who hauing disburft in the 
condu@ of thee Souldiers 3000 crownes, not 
tooo returned to them againe. VVhereupon

There is befidesanother Nunnery of thethird

Wright a fecular Prieft, all which forefaid Nun- 
neries of them containe at leaft 40. or 50,Dam- 
fels which are moft of them Gentlemens daugh- 
ters of very great fafhionin England, & the reft 
fome Chabermaids which hauing beene by the 
Tefuites well rigd of their maidenhead ,& fome- 
thing old are {ét ouertothefeor fuch like places. 
to do penance for their fins in a Nunnery,where 
it is much doubeed that they continue neuerthe- 
lefle in their old courfes,and intice likewife the 
young Dames to the fame, 

Fornot many yeeres fince,one warda fecular 
Prieft,'and Chaplaine to the Exgiifs Nunnery at 
Bruxels, falling in League with fome of them,got 
from them about three or foure hadred pounds 
worth of iewels and diamonds, which the lefui- 
tés {melling out,turned him out of his place;tel. 
ling him that he had vfed juggling & difhoneft 
meanestocome by that which hee had gotten. 
from the Monaftery : And in the yeere 1625. 
there arofe the like difference betweéne D.C/e- 
ment, Deane of S.Trigenles at Braxets, and Vicar 
general of the armies of his Catholike Maiefty, 
and Father James Harford Chapelaineto a Com- 
pany.D*. Cl. ment accufed Father Harford of dif- 
honefty with another mans wife and Harford ac. 
cufed him for bemg difhoneft with his owne 
Neece,and for a glutton and vncharitable man; 
faying he had feene him difgorge his ftomakeof 
whoie Capons leges at once; whereupon Father 
Ramyres Canon of S.Trigonles one guilty : the

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fame kinde reconciled them for feareof further

_ Buttocome from their Nunneries to their 
Colledges, as 1.to St.Omers,which Ihaue fully 
decyphered in my third Chapter : next thatat 
Doway whereof D.Kelifon 1s Prefident,next that 
Monatftery of Benedictine Monks, of which: Fa- 
ther Radeffend is the Prefident, withwhom Sr. 
Herbert Crafts \eads a Monatfticall life. There is 
alfoa Monaftery of Exgés/h Fracifcan Fryers be- 
fides 2.more Colledges, the one confifting of / 
rifo the other of Scottifh men. To thefe the Iefus. 
tes haue a Colledge at Watten,not farre diftane 
from St. Omers,which they call their Nouifhip 
for the nurturirg oftheir young Iefuites, Pa- 
ther Bewefield being Rector thereof. Another 
they haue feated inGaust,which is intituled Ca/a 
profejz. Another vnder the Prince of Legge, that 
was founded with thofe monies which were got 
from M.S. whereof inthe 2.Chapter.The difei- 
pline they v{e in this Colledge totheir Nouices 
isin teaching Philofophy and Diuinity, Father 
Sherly being their Rector. As for your Monks, 
they haue befidesthefe 3. Monafteries ; one in 
Paris inthe Suburbs of S.Germane, whereof Fa- 
ther Bernardalias Berington is Prior; this was he 
that imprifoned Barnes that famous Monke,who 
comming for Exgland,who 1s likewife the grea 
teft inteligencer to the Spamifb Embafflador a- 
gainft our State. The other 2.Monatteires are: 


{cituated one at S. Atallowes in Brittany, and the 


other at Namfeyin Loraine. Concerning your: 
K fecular 
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fecular Priefts they haue one Colledge in Pa ris, 
by the name of Arras Colledge. 

As for your Exglifh Fugitives, it is with them 
as followeth,1.at &hems lines D.Géfford Primate 
of France, and Archbithop of hemes , the Duke 
_of Gwees referuing all the reuenewes thereof for 
his owne Kitchin,deducting onely to the Arch- 
bifhop 2000.pound annually. At Paré lines Dr, 
bradfbaw, Di. Mazler, and Mx. Foffer,a fecular 

Gentleman; who at the Queenes comming to 
England was aduocate toher Maiefty in the be- 
halfe of the Catholikes in this Land; but he ha- 
wing vnderftood., tharintelligence was giuen to 
the Archbifhops Grace of Canterbury cOcerning 
his carriage,he retired to Frasce with all expe- 
dition where failig of thefe large promifes for- 
metly made tohim, liues in mifery and ex- 
treame pouerty. | 

By this may be difcerned the number ofour 
Eaglifo Fugitiues,with their Colledges Nunne- 
ries ,and Monafteries beyond the feas , which 
yeerely draw out of our Land 100, at leaft of 
young Gentlemen, and Gentlewonien, who al- 
though they pretend confcience ,and want of 
charity here.the occafion of their departure,yer 
none (I dare fay) in the world, they being gone 
ouer , more enuious and-hard hearted then they 
themfelues each to other.As your priuate Gen. 
tlemen Fugitives hunt after aduancement by 
difparaging others of their ownerancke , your 
Priefts difparage the lefitites; the Iefuites the 
Priefis ; the Priefts againe the Monkes ; the 

| Monks 
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Monks the Fryers, & the Iefuites all, Infomuch 
thatifyou vifit any of them , your entertaine. 
ment {hal be fcarce any thing ,{aue their vpbrai- 
dings ,and exclamations againft one anothers 
-monatteries and private perfons : fo that it 
would be no {mall paines fer aman , fo long to 
trauaile amongft them , vntill hee might finde 
3.perfons to {peake well each of ether : this be- 
ing a fault fo commonamongft them’, that they 
are noted among all Nations what foeuer with 
whom they conuerfe. Others there are whofe 
moft earneft expectation and heartieft defire is, 
the ruine and veter deftrudtion of their owne 
natiue Country , which is the iffue of their de- 
parture,and accordingly God doth profper thé, 
laying onthem the like punifhment he inflicted 
onthe Jewes , by difperfing of them through 
many Nations , and giving them vp to diffen- 
fion among themf{elwes,and living in great want 
and mifezy.

Thess eight chapter containes the caufe why hee left 
the ferwice of his Catholike Macefty and came for 
England, and returned tothe Lofome of his true 
mother the Church of England, ana the inturies 

 «andadnentures he {uffered in France,till be arri- 
wed the Englith fhoores. 





Spy irft,though a child and haning notas yee 
eattained the yeeres of difcretion, 1 was 
sas {till (as all men are by a naturall inclina- 
tion) well affected towards my natiue foyle; 
which the Iefuites collecting from me, preffed 
me, and declared daily to me how much! was 
obliged vnto God for deliuering me out of the 
bondage of errour and herefie in my very infan- 
cy, and difwaded mee with allfrom conuerfing 
with any of my native Countrey which were 
not of the Church of Resse, vpon paine of being - 
anathematizd, and reieéted outofthe fame ho- 
ly Catholike Church. And when they heard of 
the deceafe of my grand-father and other kin- 
dred, they charged mec not to wifha requiem to 
their foules becaufe they were heretickes, and fo 
confequently are damned in hell, and comman- 
ded me to pray to the Virgin Mary, and all the 
Saints in heauen for the ret of my furuiving 
frindes, that they might at length become Pro- 
felites to the Romane faith and obedience. 
When I came to be 18 yeeres of ageor there - 
n abouts: 
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abouts, [vndertooke in fecrer to read and per- 
ufe the facred {criptures, and being curious to 
know rhe grounds of the differences betweene 
the Praceftants and our f{elues, as of thole: of the 
Popes fupremacy, the riall prefence of Chrift in 
the holy Eucharift, the Indolgences, pardons, 
and profits of Purgatory, with the Popcs autho- 
rity to depofe and fer vp Kings, I began likewife 
to inquireinto, and examine the liues and cour- 
fes of our lefuites and Priefts, and moreouer [ 
fuperuifed the letter of D. Ha#and M, Bedek, 
which I found immy Fathers ftudy, and after 1 
had conferred one thing with another, I found 
more refemblance and probability of the truth 
in the Proteftants religion then in our owne. Be- 
fidesthis, 1 neuer found any pregnant proofe 
they hadout of the Scriptures, that the Pope 
was theonely headof the Church militant, or 
any good authentique argument for Purgatory, 
Indulgences,holy graines, Meddals,and the like; 
as for the reall prefence, I could newer obiaine 
fully of my felfe to beleeue it. Andas fer the 
Popes Bull, for which each perfon from feuen 
yeeres ofage and ypwards giues 12 pence to his 
Catholike Maiefty, by vertue whereof hee may 
eate * greffura, with egge, milke,burcer, cheefe, 
and the like, on Saturdaycs and fach like dayes, 
I perceiued ittobeeameere policy and tricke 
of the King co fill hiscoffers, the Pope giving 
him way, and partly fharing with him. Now 
touching their miracles they pretend to be dai- 
ly done in Spaine,Flauders, italy and other parts, 
. (though 
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(theugh inquifitiue there abouts) yet I nenet 
could fee any. And as for the holy Crucifix 
which isin the Suburbs of the City Burgus, 
which they fhew to great perfonages, as if it 
were Chrifthimfelfe, telling them that his: haire 
and nailes do grow miraculoufly, which they cut 
and patie monthly, & giue to Noblemen as holy 
reliques, Liudge itathing incredible, & thercby 
allthetr pretended miracles to be but meere Im- 
King Char’es pofturese As likewife the grand miracleof * Her. 
by the Infane an Luifathe Nunne of Carrzon, who fortwen- 


ntreat 
vilited this ty yeeres {pace hath liued by the bare receipt of 
Rune when the hofte, which to beliene I thinke arguesa ve- 
Spatne. ry fortifh credulity, and infinite other miracles 
and reliques which they haue,| have found to be 
meere cheats and cofcnages. As alfo their Mal- 
fesfor the dead, and delivering of foulesout of 
Purgatory, by faying Mafles forthem ona pri- 
uiledgedalter. Nay fome of them makefpels of 
their reliques, as Peter Godfrey,that famous Prieft 
Read at large : . 
hereofinthe’ Of Mar/fels in France did, who was burnt not ma. 

La- 
Bicalluory~ dies of that Prouince ; for inftced of anAgnus- 
dez, and other reliques, hee gaue them inchant- 
ments, whereby they may fall into greatloue 
Father Bent/y With him. Moreoner I examined the caufe why 
é& Father ~ the Pope fhould beatific Garnet,and Campian , 
Freman,the . re: nyt? 
one minifter With others, vader the pretext of religion, and 
one Gree could finde no reafon but for the contrary,feeing 
othereneof the Lefuites confeffed to my felfe, that the Le. 
phd onl of send of miracles of their Saints is for the moft 
| ' part falle, but it was made fora goed intention, 


and 
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and herein that it is lawfull and meritorious to 
lyeand write fuck thingstothat end the com. 
mon people might wich greater zeale ferue 
God and his Saints, and that otherwife there 
would be no meanes co gouerne them, and efpe- 
cially to draw the women to good order, being 
by nature more facile and credulous, and for the 
moft part addiéted to nouelties and miraculous 
euents. 

Likewife itis their Dorine, that itisa meri- 
torious deed to kill or depofe any King or Prince 
excommunicated by the Sea of Rome. 

Likewife the difcontent of my Father after 
his death, and his Letters to his Brother in Exg- 
land gaue mee tovnderftand, thatthe Romane 
Faith was not the fureft way to Saluation. 

Likewife, thefe moft abhominable dealings 
thatare vied atthe Eleétion of their Popes, be- 
ing chofen for the moft part by fauour and mo- 
nevs, their prediceffors being extinguilhed by - 
Poy!on and villainous meanes, and for which ef- 

fe& the King of Spaine hath Ambufladors con- 

tinually employed at Rome, which Ambafladors omnia Gena- 
doe couferre great largeffes of annuall penfions 4 *"* 

to enflame then to nominate him Pope whom 

he pleafeth. The like doth the King of Fraxce 

by his Ambaffadors, but the Spanifl. indian Oyle 

forthe moft part greafeth home tothe purpofe. 

For when the Spaniards {aw the King of France 

to enuade the /altoline, the yeere 1624, that the 

Pope tooke his part as one of his creation, they 


begantocaft out Libels, and{et themypos the 
L 2 Pafquill 
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Pafquill of Rome ,thrcatning the Pope witha 
fuddaine endif he did not recant, which he did, 
for feare thatthe Spazdh Venome might not 
operate in his Stomacke, 

Likewifle, the detentioa of the Kindome of 
Naples fromthe Pope confirmed me. thatthe 
Spaniards were,and are little beteer then Arbes/is 
onely making vfeof the Pope for theirowne 
patticular ambition and ends, as to confirme and 
eftablifh him in vnlawful Monarchies,and vader 
colour of Religion to make Subieéts become 
Slaves, 

Moreouer,Charles the Fifth facking Rome, and 
with his Army beficging the Popein his Caftle 
of S. Azzelo, wasto this particalar end, 0 con- 
firme him Ecnperer, and to colourand maintain 
all his valawfull viurpations. 

Likewife, it confirmed mein the Proteftants 
Religion, to fee how in F/anders and ether parts, 
the Iefuites, Fryers,and others, before they enter 
their Colledges, Monafteries, and other Religi- 
ous Houfes,to be Probationers only for a weeke 
er a moneth, their Friends, Parents, or others 
give them a good fumme of money to {pend in 
Ale-Houfes, Tawernes , and other prophane 
Houfes, forto take their fare-well of the world, 
Of this 1 was aneye witneffe both at Amtwerpe 
and Doway. 

Likewife ir coufirmed me in the faid Religion 
tofee Proteftants with whom J conuerfed to be 
fo modeft , religions, and honeft, quite contrarie 
tothe report of the Iefuites which make them 

worle 
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worfe then Diuels, All which Thauing well 
confidered with my {elfe,and alfo obferuing the 
cozenages and impoftures of the Iefuites, Priefts 
and Monkesin S.Omers, Deway, Flanders, Spaine, 
France ,and elfe-where, my Father being dead, 
and I at my owne difpofall, 1 came for England, 
where intending to declaremy felfe a Proteftant, 
was aduertifed by fome great Perfonages of au- 
thoritie inthis Kingdome,to keepe my refolu- 
tionto my felfe fora while , whereby I might 
difcoucr the plots and ftratagems of cur aduer- 
faries, and fo doe my Countrey farre greatér 
fernice. Whereupon I ftraight made my repaire 
tothe Courrofthe Archducheffe, where being 
- fufpected as a Spy ,andingreat hizard:of my 
life by the negligence of {ome who had imploy- > 
ed me, I had forth- with beene imprifoned had 
not Earle Gondamor inzerceded for me; who ne- 
uer could be perfwaded that ener I would turne 
Proteftant,being fo long’confirmed in theRewmz/h 
Religion.But I would not let any occafion cucr- 
flip me, but taking the beft opportunitie the 
time wouldthen alot me, Idirected my courfe 
for England, where after aquarter of a, yeeres 
abode , Iwas fent oner to France, hauing there 
my tefidencie at Pars where J gaue intelligence 
to fome great Parfonages of this Kingdome, and 
fending Letters by my Man for Exgdana,he being At thisverie 
bribed by fome of our Land(whole names I will aera 
here fpare) they wete intercepted and delmered to the B. of 
/ Caledon ftaid 
toa Sorbon Door, Doctor Masler by name two monthes 
whom the Letters partly or Ip aS ewan Pare co kil 
| L 3 came 
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came an occafion of great affliGiens vnto me, 
for being by him difcouered, my Penfion from 


| Spaine was debarred me, and forth-with the Ie- 





fuites and Priefts banded. themfelues sgaintt 
mee, and caufed my Hoaft todeliuer mee vp to 
Prifon for fome monyes I owed him, where I 
fuffered for fixe moneths {pace, and perceiuing 
no order taken for my deliuerance thence from 
Exgland,and being alo follicited and importuned 
by Letters from my mother and other Friends 
Ofshistheir Out of Spaize,and vilited daily by onc F.Latham, 
ae ih D. Mailer, andat length by Frazcés Fafler who 
fellow prifo- came from my Mother in Spazze,who per{waded 
tewitnere mectoreturne vato Space, and recant, and if I 
would not be for Spaéne, he would have me for 
Naples, Millaine,or Scicely, where my former Pen- 
fion fhould be continued vnto mec, and his Ca. 
tholike Maieflie would grant me a Company as 
before hee aidin Flanders, and would confirme 
vnto me my Patent of Infranchifement, fothat I 
fhould inioy all priviledge that any Gentleman 
didthere borne, which Letters. and vifitations I 
entertained vatill my Mother had paid my depts 
with my owne Penfion, and being freed out of 
Prifon, I fhewed them a faire paircof heeles, 
and in{teed of Going towards: Spazue or daly, I 
bended my courfe towards Exgland, taking my 
lourney towards Roan and Decpe in Normandy, 
being accompanied with M. Thomas Goftellow, 
Fellow of Corpus Chrift in Oxford and finding no 
Shipping either at Roaw or Deepe, wee bent our 
courle far Cais, taking our iourney by a Towne 
called 
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called Arks or Arka, two Leagues diftant from 
Deepe, where lodging atan Inne inthe further- 
moft part in the Towne, at midnightthe Hoafts 
Nephew and other Souldiers whom wee had 
courteoufly entertained atfupper, being Billited 
inthe fame lodging with vs, and then bound fer 
Denmarke, who {melling vs out to bee Exgifh, 
made vsrife ont of our beds, telling vs,that their 
Captaine fentthem totake vs as Spyesfent to 
betray the Kingdome, and vnder this pretence 
about ten or twelue of them apprehended vs 
with Staues and Piftols, carrying vs to adefolate 
Bridge betwixt our lodging and the Caftle, and 
robbed vsof our moncy, as forme they threw 
me ouera Bridge into the water, where [ hardly 
efcaped drowning ; for after] hauing once funke 
vnderthe water, [got vp,and caught hold of a 
Willow twig, by which I faued my felfe and got 
onfhoare as wet as a drouncd Rat, and forely 
brufed with their knockes, I wentearly inthe 
morning into Arks, complaining how hardly I 

had beene vfed, buttono purpofe, for I found 

none to pittie mee, and laying my felfe downe 

vader a Tailors ftallin the Market-place,I began 

to lament my misfortuac,where hauing {carcely 

layne for the {fpaee of two houres, 1 defcryed 

M. Thomas Goftelow {et outina fairewhite can- 

vas fate, adorned wich no leffe then.athouland 

patches, when he had efpied me, hee drew to- 

wards me, and asked mee how hee looked in his 

new habir, without fhirt or cloake, in an old 

greafie hat, with Rockings correfpondent, to 

| whom 
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whom I anfwered, that he looked like a Piche- 
ron, and withall Irold him how I faved my felfe 
fro drowning by laying hold on awillow twig, 
who made anfiver vntome, tharhethought I 
had either vndergone the mercie of the Sword 
of the water, and I thought the like misfortune 
had befellhim, and queftioning him about his 
efcape he declared vnto me, how he had exhor- 
ted the Souldiers, & the aforefaid Hoaft his Ne- 
phew, from murthering of him, fhewing them 
how grand an offence it was to {pill Chriftian 
blood, ard that they fhould take all his cloathes 
if they miftrufted he had hid any mony inthem, 
in the ead he preuailed fo farre forth with them, 
as'to faue hislife, butthey ftript him ftarke na- 
ked and carryed him into.a Wood, leaving him 
onelyan old hat, and withall pricking him for- 
ward with their Swords into the faid Weod, 
where they left him all night wandring, in the 
morning not farre from the Wood hee lighted 
vpon a Farmers Houfe, and hauing declared his 
caufe there, the Farmers Daughter efpecially 
tooke great compaffion onhim, faying without 
doubt he wasa Gentleman of a good Honfe, 
which appeared by the cleanefle of his. skin 
and comely feature, and good cartyage, and in- 
treated her Father tobeftow on him his old 
eanuas futc, whichhe did, and afterwards hee 
went with himto the Towne called Arks,. to 
- complaine to the Gouernor, where we met as is 
abouefaid, and wee two going together to the 
Go- 
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Gouernor accompanied with our old Farmer > 
were anfwered by him, that he witht ro God we 
werethe laft Exglifbmen living , and that if w° 
were worthy to be layd by the heeles, he would 
doe it, which when we heard,we departed verie 
mute,not knowing whether to be take our felus, 
yet this good old Farmer vouchfafed to bring vs 
out of the Towne, telling vs, he was ignorant of 
the warres betwixt Exgland and France, and. in 
the Streezes told euerie ane he met, ifithad noc 
beene for him ( pointiag to my companion ) he 
had beene as nasked as when he came outof his 
mothers wombe. And amongft ethers, we met 
with a Sergeant ofa Companie, who kearing 
how we had beeae robbed by his Souldiers, dif. ; 
couered them by a hatthey gaue my companion, 
and commanded vs to follow him to his Cap. 
taines lodging, which we did wondrous vawil- 
lingly , fearing leaft we thould have beene layd 
by the heeles. But when we came before him, 
hauing heard vs, he fent for his Souldiers, and 
finding the truth , caufed them to reftore to my 
companion and me our cloathes, but our money 
and papers there was no hope torecouer, which 
much troubled my companion, who had lofta 
Note.booke of great importance. The Captaine 
then told vs,that the Evglz/h Nation was veriz vn- 
welcome to the Fresch,and yet we were in great 
hazard of our lines , but he hauing beenea Tra- 
uailor, was not vnacquainted with the extrea- 
Mities of a Stranger, and {0 told ws if we is 
M fe 
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fed to goe slong with him , he would conu cy vs 


ouer to Demmarke,from whence we might eafily 
retire to our owne Countrey. For whieh we 
gaue him thankes , and: refoluedto goe with 
him: but before wee tooke our iourney, hee 
inuited vs to dinner at, his owne Table, and 
dinner ended we departed with him. towards 
St. Valery, but being on footmy f{elfe, foone 
tyred’, my Feet and Legees being fore bru- 
ied at my fall from the Bridce into the wa- 
ter, and being not able to continue, I was 
forced to leaue my companion, asd fo giuing 
vato him my Sword at our parting, ltooke 
my rceft vader a Hedge, but hee kepr on his 
Ioutmey to St. Valery, and fo to Desmarke, 
where hee ferucd as a common Souldier for 
the {pace of foure monethes, fuffering great 
miftric and want till he returned to England. 
And I returned after I had recovered my felfe 
to Deepe, where I met witha Shallop bound 
for Callie, where after much intreatie, they 
tooke mec in for Gods fake, the next. night 
wee arrined at Cals about mid-night , there 
wee lodged in the Suburbs which they. call 
the Corgene,at one Roberts his Houfe., atthe 
Signe of the Boore, where having. {earcely 
refted halfe an howres. fpace, I) fell: in with 
a Mafter of an Englifh. Bake. newly..come 
from Doser. , who, had wharft ouer,a. hune 
dred. French which had, beene. taken ypen 
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the Sea by the Exg/ifh, of whom J defired paffage 
for Dower, which he offered moft willingly, and 
money ifI[needed ; whereupon having fo good 
an @pportunity offered,! began to be merry, drin- 
king and difcourfing with the faid Mafter of the 
prefent newes and occurrences, but fuch was my 
fare, tharit pleafed God to lay vpon me great af- 
flitions and miferies, which are as followerh. 
There were inthe houfe 5 or 6 Papifts, who were 
likewife the {ame time bound for Exg/and, which 
knew me,but being difguifed,fome inthe habit of 
Merchants, others of {waggering trauailers, I 
could hardly difery them, but they after they had 
well viewed mee, began to confult among them- 
felues what they had belt doe, for faid they, if I 
went for Exgland in the fame fhip, without doubt 
I fhould defery them, and befides that L intended 
nogood for the Catholikes in Englara, hauing 
forgone my penfion and feruice to the King of 
Spaine, & aboue all forfaken my Mother, Vnckle, © 
Brothers, and Sifters,and fo refolued to accufe me 
Vpon pretence of being a Spye to the Duke of 
Buckinghams,and that I was by him fent to betray 
the Kingdome, which refolued, they begunne to 
doubr whether it were lor no, and thercfore the 
tide feruing, began to embarke themfelucs, andI 
with them,wherebeing together, Icalled two of 
them tominde, the one wasmamed George Gage, 
who had halfe his nofe eaten away with a Can- 
ker, and fometimes had beene my fchoole fellow 


at Saint Omers Colledge, whom I had likewife 
M 2 knowne 
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knowne in the Exgis(h Colledge at Deway,from 
w hence hee then came, and brought with hima 
booke intituled the fiege of Bredah , tranflated 
out of Latine into Englifh by his brother Cap- 
taine Gage and himfelfe which was dedicated to 
the Duke of Buckingham. Another of them whom 
I knew ,was one Edward Browne,who came from 
Amiens, atid was Steward to matter Shelton that 
liues thereof the cther foure as I was afterwards 
informed , three were Iefuites ,and the other a 
Monke , whom when I knew I began to be per- 
plext , buttoo late, for Gage hauing heard my. 
voyce, faid to the reft, certainly itis Wadfworth: 
then they ftaid the Barke,and tooke their Hofte 
Robert with them , and went to the Captaine of 
the Ports,informing him that I wasan Arch-fpie 
againft their State and the like; whereupon hee 
came prefently vnto me, and committed me to 
the cuftody offoure fouldiers armed with hould- 
beards to be kept vnrill the morning without al- 
Jeadging any other caufe,but that Iwas an Exelifh 
man and had not the Gouernors pafport to fhew. 
Inthe morning at the opening of the gates they 
carryed me to the Sergeant Maior of the towne, 
by name Buchero,who examining me what I was . 
had anfwerl was.an Exglifo man,and that l went 
to ice fome friends Ihad in Exg/and : then hee 
carried me to his houfe,where leauing me lockt 
vp in a chamber for the {pace ofan houre, came 
to me againe , & brought mete the Gouernors 
houfe, who refufed to examine mee , but coni- 


‘manded the Sergeant Major to carry me to the 
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towne prifon : At entrance intothé prifon he 
old mee that I fhould doe well to confeffe the 
ruth vnto them ; and reveale my imployments, 

nd that he well knew I was Buckénghams Spye 
or England , for which end had receiued great 
ummes of money to give intelligence and be- 
tay their kingdome,to which I anfwered, Ine- 
ser had any thing to doe with the {aid Duke, 
out he told me I lyed, and that I was accufed by 
Angels, (meaning the lefuites)and commanded 
ne tobeputina cage, which wasa kinde of 
‘ungeon on the top of the prifon, neere the 
which ftood the racke, and threatned me there- 
with if] confeffed not the truth,but I alwaies an- 
{wered him that I was ignorant of what he que- 
ftioned me, fo he left me alone for the prefent, 
lockt vnder feuen doores , where I remained for 
the {pace of three dayes without meate or 
drinke ; at the end whereof they brought mee a 


dith of tripes with a peece of bread and water, - 


and afterwards I was freed from the cage in the 
daytime and had the liberty of the dungeon, 
they gaue mea purfe befides with a long cord 
to be put out ata hole to beg almes of palégers: 
hot having any victuals giuen.me , but what! 
bought with the money I got for Gods fake, 
which God knowes was very little: And like- 
wife I had not liberty to goe out of the roome to 
do what nature requires. My bed was ftraw, 


which in ten months had beene changed but: 
thrice without any covert at all.As for my fhitt 


I neuer had any variety as for my haire it grew

3 wild.

will and fauage-like; and for my companions 
they were millions of lice and fleas,and in this 
woful plight I continued well nigh ten months, 
the aforefaid.Gage with his companions being 

the caufe thereof: And to augment my mifery, 
Father Balawen , withthe reft of the Englifo le- 
fuites in S.Owsers, not only fent but came them- 
felues to Callés to perfwade the Gonernor for my 
continual] reftraint from liberty while my vital 

{pirits fhould continue within me. Not much 
volike did Dr. Kelifon from Deway and the Ie- 
{uites of England,who wrote letters to Cahis , in- 
treatingthe Gouernor to keepe me faft, And 
that they might ‘reft the more affured of my de- 
‘tention , they made one Hudfow an Engh man 
who there liues their chiefe Agent againft mee, 
whom only for his wiues fakethe Sergiant Ma- 
tor of Callis.by name Buchero entertained, 

At length I perceiuing that my life was the 
marke that they fhot at, they hauing not long 
before through a miftake determined to haue 
hang'd me as one who had ftolne horfes, had not 
the truth beene difcouered by one Carpenter the 

King of France his Aduocate generall,and one 
of the politeft wits in the Kingdome for the 
Law , whofe happe it was at that time to have 
beéne in prifon with me , whereupon ducly 
weighing with my felfe the euents of my tra- 
uails,I ferioufly refolued (che Lord affifting me) 
patiently to vndergoe what euerfhould by thofe 
blood-fuckers be infliG@ed vpon me,taking it as 
‘4 punifhment iuftly due vnto me for my finnes, 

and 
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and it pleafed God to fecond my refolutions, for 
prefently after there. came my Lord Mowstioy, 
who had beene taken prifoner at the Ifle of Ree, 
and after his rcleafe , comming for Cadésand 
bound for Eng/and, Lhauing formerly beene ac- 
quainted with him in Spaéne,and efpying him go- 
ing by the prifon gate, Icalled. vate him and ace 
quainted him with my milery; he hauing heard.it, 
and aforetime knowne me,he prefently follicired 
the Goucrnor for my liberty, which he obtained: 
It was no fooner granted, but by che Sergeant 
Maior,at Hadfons wife her intreaty, it was againe 
hindered , who at euery word fhe {poke, charged 

mewith high treafon againft their State. Colo. 
nell Gray alittle after caine likewife that way,and 
interceeded in like manner for mee but could not 

preuaile.Mi.Wulter Monntague did the fame’; the 
Gonetnor of Pext/él,who was my Lord Menntiey 
his Cenductor for England,did alfoat his returne 
make ftrong interceffion for me,but all invaine. 


The King of Denmarke his youngeft foncame by: - 


Calis at that time , andtranailing for Holland, did 
fupplicate earneftly for me, the Gouernor excu- 

fing him(elfe to him,made anfwer,that it was not 
he,but the King that detained me. There was alfo 

St. EdesundVernam, and M?. Hawkins the Kings: 
chiefe Agent did their beft, but none. could pre- 
uaile to fet me at liberty onely they relicucd mee: 
with fome gocd pieces of monty’, which the jaix 
lour forthe moft part got from me, threatningto 

keepe me mote private ifheehad not the; better 


halfeof that had, and: finding: the fweetne fle 
thereof

ther<of, there paffed not one but he priaately for 
his owne lucre acquainted them with my mifery. 
Aclength there came a Gentleman of Freezdand, 
by name Scipio Intima,who had beene my fellow 
prifoner in Par#, this young Gentlman was of a 
proper and comely feature,and of fach catflage 
and nimble witas a man might poffibly mcete 
withal;I feeing him paffe by my grate,and know- 
ing hin, called to him out of the grate, and ac- 
quainted him with my vniuft detention,who pre- 
fen'ly wrought (0 effectually with the Gouernots 
wife and daughters, whom he certified of my in- 
nocency and mifery, infomuch that they tooke 
great pity vpon me,and acquainted the Warden 
of the Capuchins who then was with them there. 
with; and he vpon their relation came forthwith 
to vilit me andcommiferated my eftate likewife, 
and going tothe Gouernor told him thereef,who 
viged great matters againft me, 8&faid that I was 
rews lefe Maieftate;but his wife and daughters fe- 
conding this his earneft folliciting,and this young 
Gentleman {wearing and protefting my great in. 
noceacy,did fo farre preuaile with the Gouern or, 
that he gaue way that [might hane an equallitry. 
all by Law, which before I could not obtainejand 
gaueleaue that the Kings Aduocate who wasin 
ptifon with me, might bee my Councellor, All 
which being granted , my Aduocatc begunne to 
write the occafion of my vnlawfull detention : 
with a petition which hee fent tothe High Conrc 
of Parliament at Par#s,where the Court of parli- 
liament commanded all my aduerfaries and accu: 


fers

fers to be perfonally cited before them,&to bring 
intheir allegations and accufations again{t me. 
My Aduocate did likewife challenge the Law of 
the Kingdome, which is, that no malefactor can 
bekepe in prifon aboue three months, but hee 
mult haue either the fentence of life or déath to 
paffe on him, vnleffe it be for treafon again{t the 
Kings preper perfon; I hauing continued ‘eight 
months in prifon contrary to the forefaid Law, 
vreed liye wife that faying,quzs enim innecens cfe 
poserit fi accufari folumzmodo fufficiat, All this was 
fo well fee forth by my {aid Aduocate, that there 
was none to prove any thing again{t mee,fo that 
the High Court of Parliament pronounced me 
innocent, and condemned the Sergieant Maior 
of CaHs, and the reft of my aduerfarics, to the re- 
paration ofhonor, dammage, and intereft , and 
forthwith I was reftoredto my former liberty, 
Thus giuing hearty tankesto Almighty God for 
this his gracious deliuerance, and freeing me at 
fuch timeas [ leaft imagined,out of the hands of 
thefe infernall monfters, and blood-fuckers, the 
lefuites and their faction. | 

And prefently comming for Doner T imbraced 
my native foyle with full refolution neuer to de- 
part out of it,befeeching Ged to blefle me, & to 
make me (though vnaworthy ) a member of this 
his holy Church, whereunto through fo many 
perfecuting affliQions & mifcrics] have atlength 
arrived. :
